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RECYCLING AWARENESS MONTH 
CELEBRATES PROGRESS IN SOUTHEAST REGION 





Declaring April Recycling Awareness Month, the Southeast Region has set a highly 
successful example for the rest of the state to follow. According to Dana 
Armstrong, Southeast Regional Recycling Coordinator, April was chosen to coincide 
with the original Earth Day of April 22, 1970, that sought to teach the public about 
environmental preservation. A variety of activities to spread the recycling message 
in the Southeast Region are in progress and have included backyard composting 
seminars, a junk mail weigh-in, a paper making demonstration, exhibits, banquets, 
and many volunteer clean-up efforts. A “Recycling Hint of the Day” was also run 
every day in April by alocal paper. The State recycling superhero, Ray Cycle, 
performed at 20 schools in the region entertaining the children while teaching 
them about recycling. Local cable television and radio stations featured programs 
on recycling and taped public service announcements were given to all area 


stations. The following update highlights the progress of many of the towns in the 
region. 


Waterford 


A mandatory recycling ordinance went into effect February 1, 1989, and the 
Town has had daily participation rates above 80 percent on many occasions. The 
volume of materials has caused the Town to consider buying a second vehicle. 
About 5,700 recycling boxes were distributed and the recyclables are hauledto 4 
the Groton Intermediate Processing Center (IPC) once a week after being 
collected in a transfer truck. Off to a great start!!

Norwich 


A curbside recycling pilot has begun for 1,400 houses in two areas of the City 
using 2 recently received “Lodal” type recycling trucks. The pilot program will be 
used to collect information on productivity, scheduling, volume of materials, etc. 
Magazines have been excluded from recycling by the City, which is working 
directly with Federal Paperboard to supply newspapers to the paper mill.

New London 


Recycling boxes have been distributed to all single-family homes for the Monday 
and Friday routes. Since distributing the boxes, the tonnage of recyclables has 
increased according to Pat Bolles, Superintendent of Refuse Collection. Bolles 
believes that it is now easier for the refuse workers to distinguish between 
refuse and recyclables (that used to be placed in plastic bags). New recycling 
vehicles are also being used in New London.

Stonington 


Approximately 7,200 blue boxes have been distributed to the Mystic Fire District 
and Stonington Borough. The Town also printed a brochure to distribute along 
with the boxes, and a newspaper and corrugated cardboard compactor is being 
sited at the landfill. A recycling ordinance has been drafted and, if passed, will 
take effect on July 1, 1989, about the time that almost all residents of Stonington 
will have recycling available to them.
